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ALLAN FULLER WRITES 
OF DAILY EVENTS ON 
THE BIG BATTLE FRONT 


Locals and Personals 


Allan Fuller, son of Prof. and Mrs. 
F. IX Fuller of College, who is now 
with the United States ambulance ser­ 
vice in France, has written an excep­ 
tionally interesting 
letter, 
dealing 
more especially with the little daily 
events on the battle front that are 
quite a contrast with our little daily 
events. 
He writes: 
Somewhere in France, July 28, 19i8. 
ea— Dear Mother: 
Your papers mail­ 
ed May 13 came on the 24th of this 
month and your letter of the July I 
came on the same day also. 
You can 
see the different lengths of time for 
the two to come over, 
loday is Sun­ 
day again. I spent last Sunday in------ 
where we went to get some essence 
(gasoline). Me got the largest amount 
of gas that we have ever obtained, 
1300 liters (341 gallons), and the fol­ 
lowing Tuesday we went again for 
1000 liters (262 gallons) more, so you 
can see we did some running. 
I 
haven’t written for quite a little time. 
You have noticed that the 
French 
made a big drive and drove the Ger­ 
mans back about 25 kilometers (15.6 
miles), 
Well, we were in the thick 
of it, taking care of our own French 
division and an American regiment. 
It was the first time we had been 
in such close contact with the Amerh 
cans; they stood it finely, too. 
There 
were not many killed and those were 
killed through over-zealousness, 
for 
they ran into their own barrage fire. 
More details are restricted by the cen­ 
sor. 
When thq French advanced we went 
with them and mw we are- 
living 
where Fritz used to live. 
We 
have 
only to go out of the village a little 
ways and pick up all sorts of boche 
souvenirs. 
I have sent a box to Nel­ 
son Which should hare been mailed the 
26th or 27th of this month. 
In it you 
should find one German cap, three 
German buttons off an officer's over­ 
coat and a seal from a German gas 
shell. They are just as I found them, 
dirt and all. 
The cap is the same as 
all German soldiers w'ear and I found 
it in one of the trenches. 
The but­ 
tons I cut off an overcoat I found out 
side a German dugout in a cluster of 
trees. 
The seal was found in a field 
where there were a number of gas 
shells in a bunch. When we first came 
here the fields were full of stuff; Ger­ 
man clothing, helmets, 
gas masks, 
piles of shells and casings, hand gre­ 
nades, rifles, canteens, German cig­ 
aret boxes, Austrian red wine bottles, 
German literature, newspapers 
and 
small paper-covered books. The stuff 
is so common that you don’t feel like 
picking anything up and keeping it. 
I would go along and pick up a helmet 
and perhaps carry it for a short dis­ 
tance, then see something that attract­ 
ed my attention, throw down the hel­ 
met and pick that up and repeat the 
performance. 
I may send you a Ger­ 
man helmet or two and perhaps a Ger­ 
man machine g u n (?). 
The package 
won’t go until tomorrow, so it and this 
letter will leave about the same time. 
The afternoon I came up here a 
couple of Frenchmen were burying a 
German. They had the hole about fin­ 
ished and as we drove past the face 
of the corpse was toward us, the flesh 
still somewhat firm, though black and 
eaten by flies. The whole thing made 
me wonder; was there immortality for 
him ? 
A little farther up the road we 
came to the carcass of a horse; 
I 
might say we smelled it before 
we 
came upon it and it was still then- 
three days later. 
Farther up were 
two more close together in a more ad­ 
vanced stage of decay, and along the 
edge of a small forest was a 
dead 
Frenchman covered by his overcoat. 
I am glad to say, though that now all 
these are at an end and the shell holes 
in the road are filled up. 
Salvaging 
parties have gone through the woods 
and fields and gathered 
everything 
into piles, ready to be burned or car­ 
ried to the rear. Civilians are return­ 
ing to their former abodes, now mostly 
ruins. 
I don’t mean they are back in 
this town, but in the town we have just 
16ft. 
We have hauled a large number of 
Germans for we captured a lot of 
them. 
At the big field hospitals we 
would ask them for their caps or for 
German money. Some of the boys got 
German money ami belts and lots of 
other little things. 
We feel the sane

JEWISH SOLDIERS AND 
FRIENDS ENTERTAINED 


A delightful social gathering at the 
home of D. S. Hart Saturday evening 
assembled about 40 or 50 men from 
the college camp, principally meteor­ 
ologists, several civilian friends and a 
considerable bevy of young ladies. The 
affair was given on the lawn which 
was lighted with electricity, and over 
in a corner was a huge punch 
bowl 
that seemed to be perpetually filled 
from some subteranepn source. 
It 
was a part of the general national pro­ 
gram of the Jewish welfare association 
to look out for the comfort and wel­ 
fare of tho Jewish soldiers engaged in 
the fight with the kaiser and his min­ 
ions. 
The evening was largely spent in so ­ 
cial intercourse, songs by the soldiers, 
several cartoons by the artists who are 
to appear in the minstrel show Friday 
night and a few clog and fancy dances. 
Dr. Taubenhaus, as chairman of the 
local welfare work, annonced that a 
number of prayer books wore on hand 
and that cards would be distributed, 
the boys to fill out these and file them 
that their names and home addresses 
end army affiliations might be placed 
on record in the national headquarters. 
He also asked that they write where 
they expected to spend the Jewish 
holidays.
